Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1 -12 in the reply filed on June 
13, 2006 is acknowledged.

There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim because there is no phrase 
"microarray substrate" in claims 1-4. Please clarify.
